The CMOS III is locked up in its box, and appears to be function perfectly! 


There is still, however, a minor problem which is something of a nuisance-- the 
little bugger appears to be EMITTING RF. 


With the station rig (FT102) on, but not connected in any way to the keyer, 
"computer noise" is prominently audible in the separate speaker and the S-meter 
reports an "S 5" signal. I'm calling it "computer noise" because it sounds 
similar to interference I used to get from a personal computer. Didn't 

think to check other bands, but the FT102 can be tuned across 30 meters without 
any apparent change in the "received signal." The noise is generated both when 
keying the output and when "sending" command information. 


A clip-lead from the steel box to station ground reduced the noise noticeably, 
but nowhere near completely. 


Anyone else encountered this, or have any idea what can be done to correct it? 
It's not the end of the world-- under ordinary circumstances it is not in use 
when I am listening to something-- but like I said, a nuisance.

Tuning Up a CW Station, by KE3FL 


There have been a number of ways discussed on how to tune up on a cw 
station when your rig doesn't have a zero beat capability. Some rigs 


allow you to listen to your side tone at the same time you tune ina 
station. However, if they use a square or triangle wave for the side tone 
this can still be confusing. On top of that, more and more rigs are 
coming out with no way to even do this. My MFJ 9040 and my Kenwood TS-50 
are two examples; I'm sure there are more. 


Since I play the guitar and I received one of those electronic tuners as a 
gift one year, I got the bright idea that perhaps I could use the guitar 
tuner to tune in a cw station. It works like a champ! I hit the side tone 
and found that its 800 Hz was around a B sharp (it really doesn't matter 
what it is so long as it can be matched up to tune in a station.) I then 
tuned in a station to a B sharp and I could not notice a difference 
between my side tone and the station being received. I must admit that a 
narrow filter comes in handy if there are numerous stations transmitting 
as there were during the November sweepstakes. I only selected strong 
stations and they all came back to me within one or two calls, even though 
I was running only 5 watts. It was difficult to test out on weak stations 
during the sweepstakes due to stronger stations being off frequency which 
caused the guitar tuner to respond. During relatively quiet times I was 
able to catch a station that told me I was 229 at 5 watts and 569 at 50. 

I did catch him while running 5 watts and after I had tuned him in using 
the guitar tuner. 


The Kenwood TS-50 allows one to change the side tone frequency but this 
does not change the offset. The rig, however, is still set for an 800 Hz 
offset. This makes it very difficult to tune in a station since there is 
no longer a reference to the 800 Hz offset frequency. The guitar tuner 
helped in this situation since I just continued to tune for a B sharp. 


It shouldn't cost a great deal to add such a tuning device to a rig. It 
would even be nice to have similar features as a guitar tuner: there could 
be three LEDs - one for on-frequency, one for sharp (too high) and one for 
flat (too low). The frequency at which the too/high/low LEDs flash would 
indicate how far off frequency the tuner is from the target station.

I have been using the Renewal batteries since they were first introduced last 
year. 

They are made by Ray-O-Vac (not Eveready) and DO require the custom charger. I 
have 

had very good luck with AAA, AA C and D cells. in applications ranging from kids 
toys 

to HT radios. They behave like an alkaline (lower current, less sensitive to 
cold, 

than NiCads) and they hold their charge very well while waiting on the shelf. 

I had one pair of D cells leak in the charger - Ray-O-Vac customer service was 
EXCELLENT - replaced both the cells, the charger and paid shipping both ways. 
(Apparently, they had a bad lot of D cells get out...) 

I haven't measured the charging current/voltage that the charger uses - I thought 
it was a reasonable price for the charger, and just use it as-is... 

-your mileage may vary; mine has been within expected range per the 
advertisements...

Not really sure what you mean here. The MFJ's, in addition to many of the 


QRP kit/rigs, inherently allow you set your sidetone pitch. The frequency 
of the receiver and transmitter is determined by the VFO. The VFO frequency 
is mixed with (usually) an XTAL to form the transmit frequency, in the 
good old NE602's for most rigs. You adjust a cap or coil to alter the 
crystal frequency to ensure your TX offset is 700 Hz. Then you go back 
to the receiver side and adjust the BFO for the 700 Hz offset. That way, 
you tune in a station until the "tone" is the same as your sidetone. The 
difference is zero, thus you're zero beated (though listening to 700 Hz). 
The only popular rig I know of that does not allow adjustment of this is 
the NN1G SW-40 ... but he accomplishes this by matching the crystals in 
the BFO/product detector AND the TX mixer to be 700 Hz off to produce the 
proper offset. 


However, having said that, your proposals of finding alternative tones, 
such as musical B-flats, has great merit. I keep my sidetone on 700 Hz 
as I can't remember what 700 Hz sounds like one nite to the next. 


But virtually all transceivers have the provisions to independently skew 
the transmit offset and the product detector tone. In some cases, it 
does require test equipment to properly check, or another receiver.

Some of you have misunderstood what I was trying to get at. So, I 
must not have been clear enough. 


Some rigs do not allow you to play your side tone at the same time 

as listening to a station you wish to contact. This causes you 

to GUESS that you are on the correct frequency. (My Ten Tec rigs 

had Zero Beating, it's beautiful! I'm ALWAYS dead nuts on freq with 
those rigs!) My Yaesu allows me to listen to the side tone & the 
station I want to contact, when the two tones are the same I'm on 
frequency. So, with that said, how does one do it with a rig that 
does not have one of these two methods? One simply guesses. Tune up 
for a good strong signal & then send, listen to you side tone & when 


the other station comes back (if you're close enough, which in general 

you are, you can then retun a bit more, what a pain!) Now come my use 

of a guitar tuner. IF AND ONLY IF your side tone is the same as the 

VFO offset (on the MFJ and Kenwood TS-50 they are, on the TS-50 they 

are set for 750 Hz.) Now, TX into a dummy load and set the guitar tuner 

on the speaker, note the pitch (in my case a B sharp, sort of), now attach your 
antenna, pick a signal, tune it in until the guitar tuner reads the same 

as your side tone did and like magic, your right on frequency! (as 

long as you didn't tune up an octive lower or higher, hi hi).
